The Berkeley grou p u sed cu ri­ 
u m. 246. one of the variou s forms 
of element 96, as the basic ma­ 
terial for produ cing the new su b­ 
stance. They bombarded this with 
the nu clei of carbon atoms, u sing 
both ordinary carbon 12 and car­ 
bon 13, which is a heavy variety. 
Ou t of this, they said, they got 
a variety of element 102. or cu ri­ 
u m 254. This new material, they 
added, is so radioactive that it 
decays into ferrtliu m or element 
100 in a few minu tes. The rate of 
decay or half life is three seconds. 
Becau se the decay rate Is too 
fast to permit direct chemical 
identification. Dr. 
Ghiorso said, 
the team u sed an indirect method. 
It measu red the amou nt of ermi- 
u m, the decay produ ct, and from 
this dedu ced the presence of no­ 
béliu m 254. 
Last Ju ly an international team 
of researchers said they observed 
nobeliu m 252, a twin of nobeliu m 
254. after bombarding cu riu m 244 
with carbon 13 in a cyclotron at 
the Nobel Institu te of Physics at 
Stockholm.

Traffic accident reports do not 
always reveal the tru e cau se of 
why the mishaps occu r, the Mis­ 
sou ri Highway Patrol Safety Of­ 
ficer said today. 
“All too often.” Captain John 
,A. Berglu nd said, “the vchicle.s 
involved in traffic accidents arc 
so badly demolished that to de­ 
termine their repair needs prior 
to the accident is virtu ally im­ 
passible.” 
The 
Highway 
Patrol 
investi­ 
gated 18,196 accWcnts in ru ral 
areas of the state last year and 
the accident reports show that 
1195 defective vehicle.s were in­ 
volved in some of Uicsc mishaps. 
Last year, in a volu ntary, nation­ 
wide Vehicle Safety Check pro­ 
gram in which more than one mil­ 
lion vehicles were inspected, one 
ou t of each fou r vehicles checked 
was fou nd to need some mechani­ 
cal attention. “This wou ld 
indi­ 
cate,” the 
Captain said, “that 
many other vehicles in tragic ac­ 
cidents needed repairs before the 
mishaps occu rred.” 
“More care, more alertness and 
more respect for the rights 
of 
others w’ou ld eliminate the great­ 
est nu mber of 
accidents.” 
he 
said, “bu t the ones that are par­ 
ticu larly inexcu sable 
are those 
which resu lt from inadequ ate ve­ 
hicle maintenance.” 
Sev enty - five per cent of 
the 
Missou ri commu nities, invited by 
Governor James T. Blair, Jr. to 
participate in the National Ve­ 
hicle Safety Check program to be 
condu cted throu gh .tlay, h a v e 
agreed 
to 
condu ct

Shou ld it be impossible 
to take advantage of the commu n­ 
ity safety check, the time 
and 
effort it takes to have it done a* 
a local garage is a small price 
to pay to avoid a costly acciden 
that cou ld be cau .sed by some 
small mechanical failu re.
